When First Lutheran Church in Uppertown Astoria was organized—March 
23, 1880—Paster Peter Carlson, west coast home missionary, spoke of the 
church’s beginning as a grain of mustard seed, but in its development has be- 
come a tree of large proportions. We mention this for two reasons. First, it is 
true that the Christian church has had a small beginning but has branched out 
into an all-the-world enfolding tree. Second, Trinity Lutheran Church can look 
back today, not only upon the ten years of its own history, but also to the be- 
ginnings that go back into First Lutheran Church as well as the German Luth- 
eran congregation which preceded Lutheran Memorial. We must not forget, in 
our jubilee, these three pioneer congregations for out of their stock came the 
roots and the plant which now is growing into a sizeable tree in the Lord’s vine- 
yard in Astoria. 

Pastor Carlson presided at the organization meeting of First Church. The 
First Church officers elected were Tobias Brude, Gustof Holmes and Andrew 
Young, deacons; and John L. Hayseth, A. C. Sture and August Olson, trustees. 
This church was served by the following pastors: J. J. Hoika, J. A. Edlund,

The Lutheran Memorial Church of Astoria was organized May 4, 1908 under 
the leadership of Pastor Gustaf E. Rydquist. Pastor Rydquist became the first 
shepherd. The congregation first belonged to the Augustana Synod, then later 
during Pastor Jansen’s ministry, affiliated with the United Lutheran Church 
of America. John Hahn was the first secretary. The first deacons were Asmus 
Brix, John Hahn, G. A. Hemple, Matt Nyland, Herman F. Kempe, and John 
Johnson. The first trustees were Paul Kraetch, Charles Verschueren, Asmus 


Brix, Peter Johnson, Fritz Voss and Christ Gramms. The regular pastors who 
served Memorial besides the Rev. Mr. Rydquist were Chas. Pearson, Theodore 
Jansen, R. H. Trojan and C. W. Almen. 

Merger agitations commenced as far back as 1920. Resolutions for a merger 
were adopted by both Memorial and First Lutheran congregations several years 
before the organization of Trinity was effected. Pastors Larson and Trojan 
worked strenuously that a stronger Lutheran Church in Astoria be organized. 
Pastor G. K. Andeen finally succeeded in bringing about the organization. 
Under date of August 22, 1929 he sent out the following letter: 


Dear Friend: 

The members of the First Lutheran and the Memorial 
Lutheran churches together with others, who are interested in 
the upbuilding of a stronger Lutheran Church in Astoria, will 
meet next Tuesday evening August 27 at 7:30 o’clock at the 
Memorial Lutheran Church, Grand Ave., near 14th street, for the 
purpose of organizing a congregation that will take the place of 
the above mentioned churches, and, as we hope, fill a long felt 
need of greater unity and cooperation among our Lutheran folks 
of the city. 

May we not count on you to pray for the success of this 
endeavor, to be present personally next Tuesday evening, and to 
bring as many others with you as possible.

gon. Pastor Andeen presided and Miss Agda Carlson served in th i 

secretary. The Pacific Synod of the United Lutheran Church of yeearnit 
given its permission to Memorial Lutheran to join with First Church in effect- 
ing the new congregation. The name, “Trinity” was agreed upon and the Augus- 
tana Synod was to be the mother synod. At this meeting the congregational con- 
stitution, as recommended by the Augustana Synod, was adopted. Pastor Andeen 
Was unanimously called as first pastor of Trinity. The first deacons elected 
were Matt Nyland, Axel Finney, C. Victor Westersund, Karl BE. Soderberg, A. E 
Engbretson, J. F. Christians, Herman Benson, C. O. Moberg and William Tones 
son. The first trustees were Gust Peterson, Emil Rasmus, J. E. Wicks, C. A

On January 24, 1930 the congregation met for the purpose of deciding on a 
location for the future church. Then it was resolved to purchase the southwest 
corner in Block 113 Shively’s addition for a quoted price of $4,800.00. The trus- 
tees were empowered to borrow necessary funds for the purchase of this prop- 
erty. The Board of Administration was authorized to move, alter, and renovate 
the house of the new property so that it could be used for a parish hall and a 
temporary place of public worship. The Board was then also instructed to in- 
stitute a campaign for funds based on a four-years payment plan. 

On February 21, 1930, at a special meeting of the congregation, the Board of 
Administration was empowered to dispose of the church properties according 
to the best judgment of its members. The first building fund treasurer was Cap- 
tain C. A. Larson. From this time to the present anniversary the major issue in

Trinity’s development seems to have been the church building program. Every 
agency of the congregation has energized toward the completion of that pro- 
gram. The congregation authorized the Board on October 15, 1930 to mortgage 
the newly acquired property for an amount not to exceed $3,000.00. In his report 
to the congregation on that date Pastor Andeen, among other things, said, “We 
are therefore glad that we can truthfully say that a notable improvement has 
marked the attendance at both morning and evening services, the former held 
in the First Lutheran Church and the latter in the Memcrial Lutheran Church 
until the first Sunday in September, 1930, when we moved into our new place of 
worship where all the services have since been held.” In this report Pastor An- 
deen also mentions the $2,000.00 legacy received from the sainted Mr. Andrew 
Young. This gift was a great help in the acquisition of the new church prop- 
erty. The cost of moving and rebuilding the house, labor and cash, was $4,216.38. 
Of this amount, $1,043.00 represented donated labor. The cost of moving and in- 
stalling the organ was $684.69. 

Pastor Andeen, to the regret of the congregation, resigned his charge at 
Trinity April 6, 1931 and left on July 1, the same year. This servant was faithful, 
orderly and energetic in giving genuine spiritual leadership to the new born 
congregation. The Means of Grace were administered in public and private 
service. Church School, Prayer Services and Bible Studies were not neglected in 
spite of the many organization duties. It should also be remembered that he was 
Conference president and gave part time service in the interest of Columbia 
Hospital. 

Two pastors were called to succeed the Rev. Mr. Andeen, both of whom 
declined; namely, Rev. Roger P. Oliver of Moscow, Idaho and Rev. C. W. Johnson 
of Boise. At a special meeting of the congregation, held August 12, 1931, the 
Rev. J. A. Martin of Wakefield, Nebraska was called. He accepted the call and 
arrived in Astoria on November 2nd of the same year. 


On June 29, 1932, at a special meeting of the congregation, the old First 
Church property was sold to the Full Gospel Church for $1,000.00. At that same 
meeting the following resolution was adopted, “That the Trinity Lutheran Con- 
gregation build a new church on the south end of their lot at 16th street and 
Franklin.” The Building Committee elected at this meeting consisted of C. O. 
Moberg, J. E. Wicks, Dr. R. W. Kullberg, Captain Elfving, Captain John Hageg- 

blom, Gus Peterson, Captain C. A. Larson and Herman Slotte. Only a few 
changes have been made in this committee to the present time. The committee 
now (1939) consists of C. O. Moberg, J. E. Wicks, Dr. R. W. Kullberg, Herman 
Slotte, A. J. Hemingson, Ragner Hoyer, Conrad H. Grimstad, Captain F. 8. Elfv- 
ing and Perry Mitchell. 

When the building operations commenced in 1932, $7,000.00 in pledges had 
been received from church members and friends. On July 6th that year ground 
breaking ceremonies took place. Those participating were: The Mayor of the 
city, Mr. J. C. Tenbrook; the Rev. Mr. Christensen, Norwegian Lutheran Church; 
the Rev. Mr. Torkko, Finnish Lutheran Church; and the Rev. Mr. Martin. Ex- 
cavation for the new structure commenced July 11th. The county road com- 
missioners offered the free use of the county gas shovel for excavation purpo- 
ses. The corner stone was laid September 28, 1932 in connection with the Port- 
land District convention in session in Astoria. The president of the Columbia 
Conference, Pastor N. William Anderson of Spokane, officiated. 

Plans and specifications for the new Trinity temple were prepared by our 
own Mr. John E. Wicks with the advice of the other members of the Building

the best possible regularity. And yet, Trinity’s spiritual development has not 
been lagging. Christ as the Head of His Church has been preached, and Christ 
as the Saviour, is loved and accepted by Trinity’s beloved members. 

When Pastor Martin left Trinity, a call was extended to the Rev. G. Anton 
Danielson of Iron Mountain, Michigan. This call was declined. On April 6, 1938, 
the congregation called the Rev. J. Walton Kempe of Des Moines, Iowa. On 
June ist he accepted this call and began his services in Trinity on August 25th. 

Since then the interior of our church has been finished for worship service. 
Pulpit, Chancel and Altar furniture, hymn board, a three manual organ, new 
comfortable pews, lights, carpets etc., have been installed. The first service in 
the new sanctuary was held on Christmas morning, 1938, when almost 500 peo- 
ple were present. The new organ was dedicated on February 15th with an at- 
tendance of more than 700 people. During this anniversary week, the church will 
be dedicated and set aside for its holy service in the Lord.

ORGANIZATIONS 


From the beginning of Trinity’s history, the Church-School, Ladies Aid, 
Dorcas (now Daughters of Trinity), Luther League and Women’s Missionary 
Society, have been active groups each in their respective purpose. A Lutheran 
Brotherhood was organized on November 16, 1932. Later a Young Women’s 
Missionary unit and a Junior Missionary Society have been established in Trin- 
ity. Each of these organizations will give a brief historic sketch at the celebra- 
tion, so we will therefore not encumber this presentation with any extensive 
details. The congregation uses these agencies to give our members opportunity 
to serve in one capacity or another. 

The Church School has been conducted with special emphasis on the Chris- 
tian training of our children and youth. The School has conducted Vacation 
Bible School for three summers. A Church School Board was authorized at the 
annual congregational session, October, 1938. This Board will henceforth sup- 
ervise the Christian Education work in Trinity. The first Board consists of Mrs. 
Carl Nyland, Mrs. H. G. Schreiter, Miss Anne Bergman, Dr. R. W. Kullberg and 
Arthur J. Hemingson. To teachers and leaders do we say, “thank you,” for 
faithful services. 

The Church School paid for the concrete steps at the front of our new 
church and are now paying for the new altar rail. 


MUSIC 


Trinity loves good music. The Choir, Ladis Chorus and the Men’s Octette are 
serving Trinity with music that adds much to our worship services. In the 
Addenda you will read the names of the choir directors who have served. Mr. 
Theo. Olson has assisted with choir directing and is directing the Men’s Octette. 
To all musicians in Trinity, past and present, do we voice appreciation. 

In the Addenda we recite the names of regular servants of Trinity’s ten- 
year history as well as the statistics vital to the congregation’s ten-year pro- 
gram. 

God has blessed us as a congregation, and again we sing, “Praise God from 
Whom all blessings flow.” The prayers of our workers have been answered, and 
we thank God for his guidance and help through these ten years. 

May all the glory and praise be given to Him for our success in the past, as 
we pray for His continued blessing in the future.

The Ladies Aid Society of the Trinity Lutheran Church was organized Sept- 
ember 18, 1929, at the home of Rev. and Mrs. G. K. Andeen. 42 

Officers elected were Mrs. C. O. Moberg, President; Mrs. J. F. Christians, 
Vice President; Mrs. H. Peterson, Secretary; Mrs. Fred Nordstrom, Assistant 
Secretary; Mrs. F. S. Elfving, Treasurer. At a later date a Cheer Treasurer 
was appointed namely, Miss Agnes Young. 

These officers have been re-elected into their prospective offices every year 
until October 7, 1936, when the secretary, Mrs. H. Peterson, resigned as she was 
leaving the city and Mrs. R. E. Hoyer was elected to take her place. Mrs. Elena 
Larson was then also appointed assistant secretary, Mrs. Nordstrom being 
unable to serve. From then on officers have been unanimously elected every 
year making in all ten years for Mrs. Moberg, Mrs. Christians and Mrs. Elfving 
respectively. 

During this time the Aid has met on every first and third Wednesday of 
the month. The largest projects being the serving of their “Smorgasbord” of 
which they have had nine, and dinners to outside organizations sixteen. Lunch- 
eons to the Kiwanis Club have been served every Thursday for approximately 
four and a half years. 

Three Golden Weddings have been celebrated, also one Silver Wedding. 

As financial aid to the Church the society has contributed to the Building 
Committee approximately $8,000, to the Church Treasurer $4,044 and to Benevol- 
ances $210.00 as well as countless other items not mentioned. 

Our enrollment at present is seventy-two members. 


WOMEN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY 


Mrs. John F. Christians 


The Women’s Missionary Society was organized October 9, 1929 when the 
societies of First Lutheran and Memorial Lutheran merged. That meeting was 
held at the home of Rev. and Mrs. G. K. Andeen. The following officers were 
elected: President, Mrs. John F. Christians; vice president, Mrs. John E. Wicks; 
secretary, Mrs. Gus Peterson, who resigned at the following meeting and Mrs. 
John Slotte was elected in her place; treasurer, Mrs. Marie Lidberg; “Mission 
Tidings” secretary, Mrs. John Slotte; membership, Mrs. Carl Moberg. Twenty- 
two members were enrolled. Eleven of these charter members are still with us. 
Others have either moved away or have been called to their eternal reward. 

In 1932 the society attained its “Silver Star’ membership, but in the follow- 
ing years some members dropped out or moved away. At the present time the 
society has twenty-three members. 

October, 1984 Mrs. J. A. Martin was clected president being also president 
of Columbia Conference. Mrs. Martin served as president of the society until 
January, 1938 when she moved away and Mrs. John Christians, vice president, 
served to the end of the year when she was again elected president and is still 
presiding. 

The society has nine life members and one in memoriam and twenty-three 
subscribers to “Mission Tidings.” 

The society has met once a month since its organization. It contributes to- 
ward home and foreign Missions as well as pro‘ects within our own church. 

During these ten years the Lord has called from our little band six of our 
members. We miss these dear friends and thank God for their service in His 
Kingdom. 

This is but a brief outline of our Women’s Missionary Society and may God 
continue to bless the missionary endeavors put forth in His name. 

The Junior Mission Band was organized October, 1930 and after meeting 
ae a month on Saturday, finally worked in conjunction with the Sunday 

chool. 


YOUNG WOMEN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY 
Helen Olson 


On April 6, 1934 the Young Womens Missionary Society of Trinity Lutheran 
Church was organized chiefly through the efforts of Mrs. J. A. Martin. 

This organization’s purpose is to endeavor to keep the young women of our 
church mission-conscious as well as to keep them interested in the church after 
confirmation. 

The membership has averaged about fifteen and monthly meetings have 
been held. The first president was Johanna Rasmussen who was succeeded by 
Mabel Johnson and Helen Olson. A treasure hunt, a progressive dinner, potluck 
suppers, hikes, the annual invitational candle light supper, various missionary 
pageants and the making of a name quilt have been the activities of this group. 

Financially the Y.W.M.S. has met all its obligations to the W.M.S. and has 
contributed whatever exceeded this amount to our local Trinity Church. 

In order to further God’s Kingdom among us at home as well as on the 
Mission field, the members of this society have recognized the need of spiritual 
food and therefore a devotional spirit has always prevailed. 


DAUGHTERS OF TRINITY 


The Daughters Of Trinity society had its origin in the Dorcas society which 
was organized in First church by Pastor E. Arthur Larson, October 7, 1920. It 
was and continues to be the church’s organization for the younger women, 
most of whom are not members of the Ladies’ Aid. Dorcas continued, without 
interruption, when the congregation was organized in 1929. Late in 1935 reor- 
ganization took place and the name Daughters of Trinity was taken. 

The regular month-by-month income of this society was never very large. 
But the work has been promoted with splendid regularity and with special 
events and projects considerable funds have been given the congregation and 
other worthy causes. Devotions are conducted at each meeting and fellowship 
of an upbuilding nature is fostered. 

The Daughters of Trinity can today say that since our church was organized 
some over $800,00 have been contributed to various projects, within and without 
the congregation. 


LUTHER LEAGUE 


The Luther League in Trinity has functioned throughout the ten year period 
as a young people’s organization. 
Some of the events it has enjoyed or undertaken are as follows: 
1935, an imaginary trip around the world. 
Entertained once the Columbia conference Luther League convention. 
Entertainment of the Portland district Luther League convention. 
Payment of $100.00 to the organ-pew fund. 
Purchase of Tract Rack in vestibule of new church. 
Creation of interest in the Colton Bible camp. 
Payment of funds to the church treasury for building and other 
purposes. 
Conducting of one Sunday evening service a month. 
Sponsoring of church basket-ball team. 
Lutheran Companion subscriptions for the Columbia Hospital. 
For a number of years the league has met twice a month but now the regu- 
lar meeting date is the third Thursday of each month. 
Contributions for the various purposes during the decade amount to about 


$1,250.00. 


LUTHERAN BROTHERHOOD 


The Lutheran Brotherhood in Trinity was organized upon invitation of 
Pastor J. A. Martin at the parsonage, November 16, 1932. Fifty eight men and 
boys were present at the organization meeting. Dr. R. W. Kullberg was elected 
first president. 

According to the congregational reports not a little of the Brotherhood’s 
funds has been paid to the church for organists’ salaries. 

Since the organization of the Brotherhood approximately $500.00 have been 


contributed for various purposes. 


TRINITY CHOIR 


The Trinity choir was organized in the fall of 1930. This group has presented 
sacred music, first only occasionally and later more regularly, at the services 


of the church. ; 
Two cantatas have been given. At least one concert “abroad” from Astoria 


was presented. 
The choir directors have been, Mrs. R. W. Rullberg, 1930-1936, Mrs. J. A. 


Martin, 1936-1938 and Mrs. J. W. Kempe, 1938-1939. 


THE LADIES’ CHORUS 


This group of women singers was organized in the fall of 1937 by Mrs. J. A. 
Martin. Mrs. R. W. Kullberg has served as director from January 1938. 
The membership includes fourteen of our women and rehearsal is held 


once a week, 
TRINITY MALE OCTETTE 


In July 1934, a quartet was organized by Theodore H. Olson composed of 
Otto Jacobson, Ragnor Hoyer, Fred Nordstrom and Theodore H. Olson, and in 
the fall of the same year four more members were added making the present 
Trinity octette. 

The octette has been rehearsing regularly one evening a week at the 
homes of the members with the families also attending. The men have been 
very willing members financing all their own music. 

These men have been singing for church services and various church ac- 
tivities and often for civic organizations in our locality as well as in other 
localities. 

During these years the families have had many get-to-gethers including 
picnics, potlucks, parties, and a beach party. These associations have made 
the families into one large, happy group. 

The personnel of the Trinity Male Octette is: first tenor, Herman Benson, 
Theodore Olson; second tenor, Ragnor Hoyer, Herman Slotte; first bass, 
Otto Jacobson, Axel Backlund; second base, Victor Jackson, Fred Nordstrom 
with Mrs. Ragnor Hoyer as accompanist and Theodore H. Olson, as 
director.
